A typical proverbial line-fence dis­ 
pute case broke into court 
today 
when E d Dolan filed suit against Ed 
Joyce, a neighbor, both residents of 
Center township, demanding a quiet 
title to and possesion of certain 
described real estate in the town­ 
ship and damages to the amount of 
$100. 
The dispute, so it is said, is 
of long standing and wilt finally be 
settled by a court decision and prob­ 
ably not even by that. 
On the west line of the plaintiff’s 
farm, where the 
defendant’s 
land 
joined, is a fence which the plaintiff 
alleges i- on his property. 
It is said 
that the corner post at one end is lo­ 
cated about four inches over the line 
on Dolan’s land. 
The fence does not 
run straight and before it meanders 
down to the other end, it has over- | 
stepped the line, according to Do­ 
lan’s assertion, about four feet so 
that a considerable portion of hi** | 
property is on the Joyce side of the 
Jfence. 
- 
It is said by the^authorities 
who 
are acquainted with the details of 
the case that the dispute has been of 
long standing and that it has pro­ 
gressed so far that the two neighbors 
will not speak to each other. 
It is 
said that they have narrowly averted 
blows on arguments over the location 


of the line. 
A fence has been standing on the 
present line for about thirty years, 
according to court o fficials. Recent­ 
ly Joyce built «a new fence between 
the two farms and located it -on the 
line of the old fence instead of along 
the line which Dolan holds is the cor­ 
rect one and 
despite 
the 
remon­ 
strances and warnings of Dolan. 
In the complaint the plaintiff al­ 
leges that he i> the owner on fee sim- 
f 
^ 
pie of 
certain described real estate 
in section nine. 
lie says that the de­ 
fendant claims a title to and interest 
in said real estate, adverse to the 
plaintiff's rights, which claim is un­ 
founded and a cloud on the plaintiff’s 
name. 
Dolan asks that the title be 
quieted, said title be null and 
void 
and for costs and all other prepay .re­ 
lief. 
In the second paragraph of the 
complaint, Dolan charges that Joyce 
is unlawfully in possession of a nar­ 
row-strip of land on the west side of 
his farm and keeps him out of pos­ 
session to it to the damage of $100. 
In the third paragraph Dolan al­ 
leges than on a certain day, not nam­ 
ed in the complaint, by agreement in 
parol, it was agreed that the fence 
between the two farms was not on 
the correct line, but it was not con­ 
venient to locate the proper division 
line at that time. 
One day later Do­ 
lan declares, Joyce caused his por­ 
tion of a new fence to be erected on 
his (Dolan’s) property. 
The com­ 
plaint says that the plaintiff inform­ 
ed the defendant what he was doing, 
but that he proceeded anyway. 
According 
to the 
complaint, on 
June 29, Dolan caused a written de­ 
mand to be served on Joyce, notify* 


ing Joyce that if he did not build his 


fence on the proper line, suit would 


follow by Ju ly 10. 
The paper was 


served by Sheriff Clata Bebout.

dently Joyce paid no attention to the 


paper as the suit was filed today.
